A Cripple From Birth. 


i HE Kaiser’s face is always pale and pasty, 
at and after fatigue, or in illness, he looks 

ashen gray. As everybody knows, he has 
been a cripple from birth. His left arm was in- 
jared so severely by the straining of main nerves 
that it is atrophied and shrunken-and hangs limp 
and practically useless suve to repose on the gold 
sword hilt at his side. The extent to which this 
cripples his movements can best be judged by 
the fact that he cannot even hold a fork in his 
left hand and eats with one which he holds in his 
right and which has a specially heavy prong with 
a flat cutting edge that answers the purposes of a 
knife as well.

But the malformation of the Kaiser’s arm is 
really the least of the Kaiser’s ills. It has long 
been known that he is troubled with a slow and 
malignant growth in the inside ear, which 
is increasing at an almost imperceptible rate 
and necessitates his wearing a “tampon” of 
cotton wool. At times the discharge ceases 
and very painful inflammation, which causes the 
doctors grave worry, sets in. Ten years ago the 
Kaiser’s throat became affected, but at the first 
sign of trouble the growth was cut out. This was 
done Nov. 7, 1903, by Prof. Mortis Schmidt and Jo- 
hannes Orth, the great specialist, pronounced it a 
“benignant polypus.“ 


A Monarch on the Job. 

OLLOWING the operation on his throat the 
Kaiser has suffered from numerous ail- 
ments, apparently trivial and temporary, 

but none the less indicative of an undermined 
constitution. An abscess on the wrist and then a 
gathering on the inside of the knee have had to 
be lanced, and the tell-tale puffs beneath the 
eyes, which are always carefully retouched out of 
all his photographs, denote the poor condition of 
the kidneys. 

Despite all these handicaps, his wonderful 
strength of will has enabled him to do as much 
hard work, physical and mental, during the past 
26 years as any man on or off a throne. 

Since Frederick the Great, no German 
ruler has understood the business of being 
Emperor as well as the Kaiser. He has many

Creating a Great Navy. 


HE Germany navy is literally the Kaiser's 
T own personal creation. . He is one of the 
greatest living authorities on naval con- 
struction, and his collection of ship models is 
perhaps the finest and most costly in the world. 
No error of proportion is too slight, no mistake in 
construction is too insignificant to escape his 
critical eye and his knowledge of things naval can 
truly be said to spring from a real love of the 
sea. For years he labored to fire his people with 
the same spirit, and at last succeeded. He forced 
enormous credits from reluctant Parliaments, 
built the ships and formed the crews to man them. 
Not only did he build up the navy, he also built 
up @ merchant marine and when the war broke 
out Germany. had ares 4,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping on the seven 
In contrast, the Kal ‘other hobby is collect- 
ing old shoes.

Learns From Men, Not Books. 


VEN so strictly loyal a publication as the 

E. Vossiche Zeitung has admitted that the 

Kaiser's extravagances have frequently 

given His Majesty's advisers occasion to make re- 

spectful representations about his expenditures, 

not only for their effect upon the royal purse, but 
also on public opinion.” 

The pomp of the formal court functions is im- 
posing in the highest degree, but although the 
Kaiser insists unrelentingly upon the rigid eti- 
quette laid down by the German protocol and will 
not permit even the highest officers of his army 
nor the proudest of his nobles to depart one hair’s 
breadth from the ceremonial that must be ob- 
served in his presence, he can, when it serves his 
purpose, either for personal profit or national 


aggrandizement, be friends with men who are of 
anything but noble birth. 


Among his intimates are Herr Ballin, the man- 

eger of a steamship line; Herr Belbruch, a Berlin 
banker, and Herr Friedlander, a coal merchant. 
Indeed, he had always sought the acquaintance 
of men of tested efficiency, for it is from such 
men he learns, not from books. When Roentgen 
discovered the X-rays, the Kaiser sent for him 
and spent hours questioning him on every phase 
of his discovery. His thirst for knowledge was 
such that he never stopped until he had extracted 
from the great savant all the information he had 
on the subject. 
_ Seldom has a monarch’s accession given rise to 
greater misgivings or caused more widespread ap- 
yrehension than when the Kaiser succeeded to 
the throne. His first act was an address to the 
army and navy; his address to the people came 
three days later. In everything he showed that he 
looked upon force as the true basis of his throne. 
In his own words:

In 1881, the Kaiser married Princess Augusta 
Victoria, daughter of the Duke of Augustenburg, 
who in 1864 had come forward as a claimant to 
the Duchy of Schleswig-Holstein and by her he 
has had six sons and one daughter. The Empress 
has not been without influence on his family life, 
which, compared to that of the other Hohen- 
zollerns, has been remarkably free from left- 
handed love affairs. 

The Empress is his ideal of womanhood, a wife 
that loves, honors and obeys her husband and is 
a fond and productive mother. Political influence 
she never tries to exert, but devotes her time to 
the “Kaiser, kinder, kirche, kucken und kliender,” 
(Kaiser, children, church, cooking and dresses.)

He can 
turn from the weightiest state paper to select a 
new model button for his guards and from his 
weltpolitik to give the world of masculine fashion 
a new style of mustache; but after all the hand 
that used curling iron has shown no inability to 
wield the sword or hold the scepter. 

In some things he hardly seems to belong to 
modern times. He abominates the typewriter, 
and not only is none ever allowed within his 
hearing, but no communication dare be sent to 
him for his perusal with which the typewriter 
has had anything to do. 

And yet he backed Zeppelin through thick and 
thin. 

The Kaiser sketches with a somewhat feverish 
rencil and sketches sea subjects fairly well. His 
famous cartoon showing the Powers of Europe al- 
lied against the yellow peril was widely effective. 
In this connection he has always looked upon the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance as particularly iniquitous, 
and yet he himself hob-nobbed with the Powers 
of Islam. Besides his activities with brush and 
pencil the Kaiser has the talent for music that has 
always existed to a marked degree in his family.

lines—transportation, war risk insurance and in- 
ternational exchange. It is proposed that the 
Government supplement the work et private agen- 
cies in supplying insurance on shipping. It is 
proposed to arrange for handling foreign bills of 
exchange and that the Treasury Department de- 
posit funds in financial] and export centers for use 
in facilitating exports. The YFederal Reserve 


| Board is urged to establish an international clear- 


ing house. 

The question of transportation is under ad- 
visement. So far, the only definite step urged is 
the enlargement of American ship registry. 

It ig the belief of the business conferees that 
with the means open to American enterprise to 
engage safely in ocean transportation, the emer- 
gency will be met. 

No recommendation has been made with regard 
to governmental co-operation in supplying ships 
for commercial purposes. Probably, as business 
men, the conferees are timid about siuggesting 
the use of Government facilities; either because 
they doubt the propriety of Government activity 
in aiding commerce or fear the effect it may have 
in the future. They may have an apprehension of 
the beginning of Socialistic policies. 

We cannot see the ground of doubt as to pro- 
priety or of the apprehension as te the future. 
‘The Government machinery can always be used in 
emergencies, for the benefit of the people. The 
principle that the Government may intervene with 
its ready organization for the public welfare in 
war or in any great emergency that threatens 
hardship is well recognized. It is fundamental. 
‘Government is organized to serve the people, and 
it has powers in emergencies that supersede for 
the public interest all private interests. 

The organizing of private ventures is necessarily 
slow. Irreparable injury may be done while the 
machinery is being prepared. There is no reason 
why ready Government organization and facili- 
ties should not be utilized it by so doing indus- 
trial and commercial catastrophes or great hard- 
ship to the people may be averted. 

The Government should not hesitate to utilize 
all the naval facilities at its hand and if neces- 
vary increase them for the purpose of meeting 
the present crisis. American grain, cotton and 
merchandise now awaiting transportation and cre- 
ating conditions menacing to finance and com- 
merce should be moved as soon as possible to the 
markets where they are needed. Every resource 
of the Government should be utilized for this pur- 
pose. When the immediate stress has passed, pri- 
vate enterprise would be ready to take up the 

work. In the matter of domestic food supplies, as 
well as in foreign commerce, the use of the Gov- 
ernment’s powers and facilities to prevent the 
oppression of the people in an emergency of this 


kind is perfectly clear. 
Another phase of the situation should be met 


by prompt action. The banks should not be per- 
1oftted to cut off the supply of money in centers 
of finance, industry and trade. The Government 
should see to it that the national banks at least 
resume their normal functions. Other banking 
institutions will follow the lead of the national 
banks. 

We have the resources, the capacity and the en- 
ergy to meet the situation and to maintain need- 
ful and prosperous business activities. No arti- 
ficial barriers or outworn traditions and prej- 
udices should be allowed to stand in the way of 
a resumption of American business. 
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DIVINE MISSION. 

The invasion and devastation of Belgium by 
the German army, in utter disregard of treaty 
Obligations and Belgie rights, can only be 
justified on the theory that the German Emperor 
has a divinely appointed mission to attain his im- 
perial and national ends. 

The theory has been acted upon by every 
ruthless conquerer. It is the motive power of 
religious and political fanaticism. It is the 
creed of imperialism and has bathed the earth 
in blood. 

But justification of the theory depends wholly 
upon whose rights and interests are trampled 
upon by the necessities of its practice. The 
trouble with the theory is that it violates the 
fundamental principle of ethics—no one recog- 
nizes the divine right or accepts it as a standard 
of conduct except those who profit by it.

) CURIOUS FIGURES ON SUGAR 

Gugar should be one of the first things taken up 
in any Government measures to check outrageous 
war prices for provisions. If European production 
ot beet sugar is diminished, many Huropean mar- 
kets for sugar are also closed. Our supply in this 
country is wholly independent of Muropean 
sources. Any such increase within a few days as 
that from 4 to 7 cents a pound is unwarranted. 

‘ As a matter of fact, the price of sugar for 
several months prior to the war showed strange 
fluctuations which have not yet been explained, 
The tariff protection of our domestic sugar pro- 
diicers against the raw sugar of Ouba, practically 
their only foreign competitor, was decreased last 
March from 1.348 cents a pound te 1 cent 6 pound 
with the first of the four annual reductions of 
25 per cent provided for in the Underwood bill. 

However, with the first of April, the wholesale 
price of sugar began to go up. By May 21 it had 
reached 4.018 cents a pound, which was the pre- 
cise figure at which it stood on the correspond- 
ing date in May one year before. It continued to 
show fractional increases in price through May 
and June, but significantly enough the quotations 
of the previous year were closely followed. On 
May 28, 1913, it wae 4.116 and on May 28, 1914, it 
was 4.116.

From 
now on its whole thought must be to shoot and 
kill people with whom 10 days ago the country 
wae at complete peace. It is to be for years to 
come the most hated nation in Europe. 

Is it any wonder that true friends of Germany 


cry out against all this from the depths of their 


effection for it? That they protest against the 
sophisms of a Munsterberg and of all those who 
would suddenly see in this horrible slaughtering of 
the true Germany a new crusade against the 
heathen? For ourselves, we can only say that 
to us the one consolation in it all is that, if hu- 
manity is not to retrograde unspeakably, absolut- 
ism must pay for this denial of Christianity. In 
place of the kingdoms there must arise the re- 
publics of Europe; out of the ashes must come a 
new Germany, in which pure democracy shall 
rule, in*which no one man and no group of pro- 
fessional man-killers shall have the power to 
plunge the whole world into mourning. If this 
be treason to Germany, our readers must make 
the most of it. To our minds, it is of profound 
significance that so many Americans are saying 
today: We wish that the Kaiser might be beaten 
and the German people win.” 


STREWING MINES BROADCAST. 


Washington Post: It is in the power of any 
European belligerent to strew submarine mines in 
the “common highway of the nations,” which 
would be destructive of enemies and neutrals 
ailke, while the ships of the offending nation, duly 
notified, would avoid them. 

If any warring nation should resort to this foul 
and infamous practice it would deserve and re- 
ceive the world’s condemnation, and probably 
would find itself involved in further wars. 

Neutral nations have a right to demand that 
no nation at war shall wantonly’endanger peaceful 
ships and the lives of noncombatants. They would 
enforce this demand, not because of the viola- 
tion of any treaty, but in response to outraged 
public sentiment. 


ALSAICE-LORRAINE. 


Philadelphia Ledger: Bartholdi's estimate of 
the spirit of the Alsatians was correct. When 
called upon to plan a monument in memory of 
those who had died in the attempt to beat back 
the Germans in the Franco-Prussian War he made 
a great bronze slab designed to lie flat on the 
ground.

If there ever was a time when business acumen 
and American statesmanship should be directed 
to the immediate solution of a great problem, it is ( 
now. There never was a more golden oppor- 
tunity. 


SEND WHEAT TO ANTWERP. 


Boston Transcript: Belgium’s announcement 
that it will practically insure cargoes of Amerjcan 
wheat for Antwerp should stimulate our exports 
and revive the spirits of our business men. Ant- 
werp is a great port and fortress. It can be held 
indefinitely against the enemy, who cannot afford 
tc ignore it. Therefore it has facilities for ac- 
cumulating and distributing food supplies which 
few cities in continental Europe can rival. To 
Belgium’s invitation is added, in its latest and 
fullest version, the recommendation of England 
that American wheat exporters speed all their 
cargoes to Antwerp direct. If Belgian assurance 
and British indorsement indicate at once the need 
cf food and preparation for a long war, they also 
ludicate confidence that the ocean carrying route 
is freer from perils than war rumors have led our 
public to believe. The British fleet is a guarantee 
against Antwerp being blockaded and probably it 
hae picketed the course from our shores to those 
of Belgium without saying anything about it.

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress from the cotton-growing 
states are reported to have proposed to the Treas- 
ury Department that the Government deposit 
money in the South for the purpose of advancing 
350 a bale on cotton to all the cotton farmers de- 
siring Government aid to tide them over the sit- 
uation. In effect, this would mean that the Gov- 
erument would buy all cotton offered at 10 cents 
a pound, and in addition provide storage, pay in- 
surance and assume all the risks of depression in 
the cotton industry, as well as take the chances of 
a prolonged war. 

It is to the credit of Secretary McAdoo that he 
is said to have disapproved of the proposal.

each of; Powers, he never lost 
sight of possibility that one day 
they “would all be arrayed against him. 

Entirely oblivious of the fact that the 


‘whole genius ot European civilization 


is Latin, he has been. imbued with the 
idea that he could substitute for it Teu- 
tonic civilization based upon a dynastic 
militarism estaBlished by divine right 
and specially ordained by God to resist 
the fancied dangers of a Slavic invasion 
of Europe. was to become the 
dominant in Europe, and, as such 
Russia was her natural antagonist. 

His policy also contemplated a vast 
colonial empire that would afford an 
outlet for German products and bring 
wealth and riches to the Fatherland. 
But when the German empire was cre- 
ated the world was pretty well colon- 
ized and Africa was about the only 
continent available for exploitation; but 
there France had the richest colonies, 
and as the Kaiser well knew that the 
loss of Alsace-Lorraine rankled deep in 
the heart of the French nation and that 
one day it would seek revenge, he has 
never lost sight of the fact that he 
would sooner or later have to fight 
France and that her African colonies 
would be the richest Spells of the war 
if he were the victor. 

Becomes Power tn Modern Wers. 

But the growth of Germanys colo- 
nial spirit, the strong eemmercial 
rivalry with Great Britain and the 
determination of the Kaiser to have 
a fleet that might sOme day dispute 
the empire of the seas with the Brit- 
ish navy led him te direct his poli- 
cies also against England. He went 
about his plans with congummate 
skill and almost before England was 
aware of it he became a power in 
the Moslem world and was getting 
concessions to build a railway in the 
valley of the Euphrates which would 
have given him control of a portion 
of the nearest route to India, 

The new Germany of the Kaisers 
dreams was to be heard and felt in 
ail political affairs in whatever quar- 
ter of the globe they might arise, and 
pen-Germanism made little secret of 
ita desire to gather in the succession 
of the old.Austrian Emperor. Had 
Francis Joseph not lived so long there 
would today be but one great nation 
from the Baltic to the Adriatic, fro 
Holland to the Balkans. Early in his 
reign the Kaiser tried to establish 
more cordial relations with Russia, 
but despite hig efforts the intimacy 
of Russia and France increased. In 
1889 the marriage of his sister took 
him to Athens, and from there he 
went to Constantinople and laid the 
foundations for a German footing in 
the Levant. 

He never lost sight of the fact that 
the colonial possessions of England 
and France are peopled by millions 
upon millions of Mohammedans and 
some day his influence with the 
Padishah (the Sultan) might enable 
him te bull the backfires of revolt 
behind his foes. 

His Agtipathy te alan. 

The Kaiser's antagonism toe Hn- 
gland prempted him to send his fam- 
ous telegram to President Kruger at 
the time of the Jameson raid, but the 
next day England mobiliseg her spe- 
clal service squadron and the mat- 
ter was dropped. The Kaiser used 
this incident to impress upen the 
German people the necessity of a 
strong navy if the empire was to be- 
come & world power. He was never 
tired of repeating: “Our future lies 
on the water,” and to his brother he 
telegraphed: “I will not rest till I 
have brought my navy to the same 
height where my army stands.“ And 
when, during the Boer War, Brit‘sh 
warships searched German merchant- 
men in Delagoa Bay, he telegraphed 
to the King of Wurtemburg: “The 
events of the last few days have con- 
vinced wider and wider circles that 
Germany's honor as well as her in- 
tereat Must be protected on distant 
seas and for this purpose Germany 
must be streng and mighty upon sea 
aa well as upon land.“ 

As sudden as his telegram to Kru- 
ger was the appearance of the Ger- 
man warship Panther off Agadir and 
thie precip‘tated the Algeciras con- 
ference that ended in a diplomatic 
settlement under which Germany ob- 


j tained valuable territory in exchange 


for the peaceful recognition of the 
rights of France and Spain in Mo- 
rocco,

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“IN LAST 8 YEARS 


Half of Marriages Will End in 
Court in 30 Years if Rate 
Is Maintained. 


FIFTH YEAR DANGEROUS 


Decrees Granted After That 
Time Gradually Decrease— 
Stage Folks Lead List. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Half the 
marriages in this country will end in 
divorce in less than 80 years if the 
present rate of increase continues, ao- 
cording to statistics announced by the 
Census Bureau. The divorce evil has 
tractically. doubled. in the last eight 
vers, according to the report. 

Where 10 years ago only one marriage 
in 2 ended in the divorce courts, now 
ene in 12 does. In New York County 
the divorce rate has doubled in the 
last six months. 

Actors and professiohal showmen of 
all kinds head the list of those granted 
diverces or divorced. Musicians and 


music teachers rank next, commercial 
travelers third, telegraph and telephone 
operators fourth, and physicians and 
surgeons fifth. Clergymen and agricul- 
tural workers seem to find the great- 
esi degree of domestic felicity and ap- 
pear least in the divorce proceedings. 


Fifth Year Most Dangerous. 

The fifth year of married life is the 
most dangerous. English authorities 
have stated that the dangerous period” 
is the eighth year, and one of them 
has even gone so far as to write a book 
about it, in which his point is proved 
very neatly—in print. But in America 
we do things moro rapidly. 

Marriage as an ideal state does not 
last as long as it does with our some- 
what more easy-going Briton cousins. 
Children make the marriage tie the 
more binding and the thought of the 
consequences of the divorce more ce@n- 
pelling. 

After the expiration of the fifth year 
of married life the “divorce line“ grad- 
ually drops, but it does not fall to the 
level of the number granted in the first 
year until the sixteenth year. 

The United States has more divorcas 
by far than any otner nation except 
Japan. Dr. Josenh A. Hill of the Di- 
vision of Revision and Results of the 
Census Bureau does not take the pessi- 
mistic attitude concerning this condi- 
tion that many do. 

Not a Sign of Degeneraer. 

“The country is not going to tne dogs,” 

he says. “Divorce may railed at 
and maligned, but it is not a sign of 
degeneracy. It is only a movement of 
the times and a symbol of the new 
freedom after which we are all striving 
in one way or another. 
It is a mark of advancement. We 
aro working out a problem, the adjust- 
ment of the present social laws to 
¢ivilization which calls for an entirely 
different mode of life. Woman is be- 
coming self-supporting and independent. 
She will not put up with the things sho 
did 10 years ago. As a result, two-thirds 
of the divorces granted last year were 
obtained by women.”

Highteen billion dollars a year is the 
rate at which the great nations of Bu- 
rade are paying for the war they are 
waging, according to army and navy 
experts, who figure that the war is cost- 
ing the various nations involved not 
less than $50,000,000 a day in actual 
money expenditure, not to speak of the 
enormous loss in lives and property de- 
,stroyed. 

Great industries will lose biiiions of 
dollars through the death in battle of 
the young men who should be operating 
them. The destruction of property. in 
the armies’ pathways and the loss oF 
costly warships, will foot up high in 
the billions. The nations of Europe 
have spent $20,000,000,000 In war prepara- 
tion in the last 18 years, 60 times @ 
much as has been spent in construct 
ing the Panama Canal and 19 per cent 
of the estimated total wealth of the 
countries involved. 

Expense Increases. 

England’s annual expenditure for na- 
val construction increased from $48,940, . 
00 in 1900 to $80,505,000 in 1918-1914, with 
an increased appropriation each year 
This activity in naval construction 
forced the other nations of Europe to 
keep pace proportionately. These 
amounts have been expended by the 
various countries for naval construction 
and armament since 1900: 


The general naval expenditures for 
upkeep in the same period, which were 
increased from 60 to 100 per cent, and 
to defray which taxes were heavily in- 
creased, were: 
Great Britain 
Germany 
Austria 


Rapidly Yucreasing Expenses. 

According to these figures, the naval 
expenditures of the five nations in- 
volved were more than double the cost 
of construction in the period specified. 
This enormous expense, paid by the 
people in the way of taxes, was only 
part of the imperative expenses of the 
various Governments for defense pur- 
poses. The cost of maintaining the 
armies approximated $1,000,000,000 a year 
for 13 years, as the following statistics 
will show:

This enormous expense which was in- 
curred in preparation for war will now 
be rapidly increased to meet the ex- 
penses of actual warfare. The British 
House of Commons authorized war 
credits amounting to $1,025,000,000, while 
the German Reichstag voted $1,250,000,- 
000. Austria and France have set aside 
vast sums for their respective war 
chests. 

Half Century to Pay Debts, 
In anticipation of trouble last year 
Germany voted $250,000,000 for extraor- 
a war expenses and about $100,000,- 

Was spent on an aerial fleet. France 
has thus far spent $60,000,000 for the 
same purpose and American experts are 
now watching developments to ascertain 
if the money was judiciously spent. 
The annual cost of maintaining the 
great armies and navies of Europe even 
on a peace basis is enormous, and it 
must be vastly increased during the 
present war.

FROM CONTINENT 


Letter From W. B. Ittner De- 
scribes Hardships of Family 
in Reaching London. 


William B. Ittner of 5668 Bartiner 
avenue, architect for the Board of 
Education, in a letter to his engineer, 
R. G. Alexander, dated from London 
Aug. 3, tells of the experiences of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ittner and their three chil- 
dren in their escape from Frankfort, 
Germany, to Flushing, Holland, and 
thence to London. 

“We have been fortunate,” the let- 
ter says, ‘in getting away from the 
Continent, as thousands of Americans 
are marooned there still, with no 
méans of getting away, as boat ser- 
vice between England and the conti- 
rental ports is about suspended, if 
not entirely se. The worst feature 
about it is that, owing toe the pan- 
loky condition ef the money market, 
they can get no funds. 

„Den here in London we are having 
the greatest difficulty to get funds. 
I went to the American Express Co. 
office this mormming and found a line 
of people four abreast and over two 
blocks long’ waiting to get in, so 1 
came away. The banks have de- 
clared holidays for the first four 
days of this week, and while this 
enabled them to get their second 
wind and determine what to do to 
meet the situation, it leaves thou- 
sands of Americans here high and 
dry, without even carfare in some 
cases. 

‘It is expected that on Friday the 
banks will meet the situation. The 
trouble is a shortage of small gold 
and silver pieces, as the smallest 
bank note is £5 (25), I believe. Our 
experience in getting out of Ger- 
many was very exciting, and now that 
we are safely here we are glad to 
have gone through it. 

Cenfrent Serious Prebiem, 

“When we got to Frankfort mat- 
ters were getting into suéh shape 
that we began to view them with 
some alarm. I went to see the 
American Consul, who, although he 
did not advise us to get out at onde, 
said we sheuld do so without any 
great delay. 

“We therefore determined to aban- 
don the rest of our Continental pro- 
gram and go te England, but to go 
by the Rhine trip. We accordingly 
went to Bergan from Frankfort, 
spent the night there and in the 
morning took the boat down the 
river. This consumed the entire day, 
putting us in Cologne about B o'clock, 
with an hour to see the Cathedral, 
which, by the way, is beautiful. 

“Our trouble began when we went 
to the station at 7:30 o’clock to get 
our train. Here we found thousands 
of people of all nations each striv- 
ing to get the first train to his na- 
tive state and things was almost in a 
panic, After much crowding and 
pushing we succeeded in dumping our 
baggage into the train and getting on 
board for Amsterdam, where we felt 
we would be safe. 

As we came through Germany, 
about three hours to the border from 
Cologne, we found all the bridges 
guarded and when the train reached 
the frontier we Were dumped out as 
the German train would not pérmit 
its equipment to leave Germany. We 
had stood all the way and did not 
fare any better in the changée—at 
any rate we felt good at having a 
place at least.

We were stopped a number of times 

and thoroughly inspected and finally 
reached Amsterdam about three o’clock 
in the morning, frayed out and hungry. 
We were up early in the morning feel- 
ing that here, at least, We were safe 
for a few days; when induiry developei 
the fact that- unless we set out for 
England at once we might not be able 
to go at all. ‘We were fortunate in 
getting places (such as they were) on 
the boat sailing from Flushing that 
midnight, so we took the train again 
for a Chour trip, with the privilege of 
standing up to Flushing. 
“At last we sailed, after waiting 4 
hours on trains which were delayed on 
the frontier, and as We came out, the 
torpedo boats were at work mining the 
harbor.”’

ENORMOUS. CROP 
LOSS IN WLLING 


State Report Shows Serious 
Damage to Corn, Wheat and 
Oats Since June 20. 


SPRINGFIELD, m., Aug. 15.—The re- 
port of the State Board of Agriculture 
for August, issued today, reveals tre- 
mendous losses from drouth since the 
report of June 20. Drouth has seriously 
damaged the corn in every county, and 
on Aug. 1 its condition in Northern IIIi- 
nois was 8 per cent, in Central Illinois, 
64; Southern Illinols, . This makes a 
State average of 1 per cent, a decrease 
of 21 points since the report of June 20. 
The average yield of winter wheat to 
the acre was 27 bushels in Northern II- 
linois, 20 in Central Illinois and 15 in the 
southern part, an average for the State 
of 18 bushels. The total yield amounts 
to 20,768,810 bushels. The ruling price on 
Aug. 1 was 75 cents, the total value of 
the cfop amounting to $15,589,396. 

In Northern Illinois, where there was 
sufficient rainfall, the yield of oats was 
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in the central and southern parts of the 
State eut short the yield, Central I- 
nois reporting 29 bushels and Southern 
only seven bushels an acre. 

The State average for okts was 34 
bushels to the acre. Very ilttle oats 
were threshed in Southern Illinois, most 
of the crop being cut with mowers, or 
pastured. The total yield amounted to 
| 87,485,362 bushels and the value of the 
crop at the average price of 82 cents a, 
bushel was $28,258,942,

KANSAS BEGINS 
TWO-YEAR FIGHT 
10 END TYPHOID 


State Takes Control of All 
Water Supplies, Locating Pure 
Sources by Exhaustive Tests. 


REGULATES ALL SEWAGE 


Old Systems Changed and Ex- 
perts Close Farm Wells, Sink- 
ing to New Strata. 


TOPEKA, Kan., 15.— Kansas 


has started a fight to drive typhoid 
fever out of the State in the next 
two years. Having driven it almost 
entirely out of the cities, the cam- 
paign is now on in the country dis- 
tricts, where typhoid is the most prev- 
alent disease. The State is conduct- 
ing exhaustive tests of water supplies 
and protecting these supplies from 
local contamination. 

No Kansas municipality can install 
a waterworks system or a sewer sys- 
tem without consulting the State 
Board of Health about it. Special 
State Sanitary Engineers C. A. 
Haskins and F. R. Hesser of the State 
University are devoting all their time 
to the water and sewerage systems 
of the State. They teach sanitary en- 
gineering at the university and the 
Students of the department are avail- 
able for helping in the surveys. 

When a city wants to build its own 
water plant the State finds a water 
supply for it and sees to it that there 
is no contamination of the water. In 
many cities wells have had to be 
changed on the orders of the board. 
Then the State decrees what must be 
done to the sewage. No sewage can 
be dumped into any Kansas stream 
without treatment. 

The State prohibits the installation 
of either water or sewerage systems 
until the plans have been approved 
by the Board of Health, and, if nec- 
essary, will furnish a man to super- 
intend the building. This is all done 
without cost to the city, except the 
actual expenses of the men who do 
the work. 

Old Systems Now Sanitary. 

All the old water and sewer systems 
of the State have been changed to con- 
form to the sanitary regulations, so that 
now the engineers have only to devote 
their time to the plants under consider- 
ation. So they have turned their atten- 
tion to the country water supplies and 
the next year or more will be devoted to 
closing hundreds of farm wells and find- 
ing new sources of water supply. 

It has been the custom of the farmer 
to sink a well in the lowest place near 
his house and then only to the first 
strata of water. This is usually only 
surface water and is subject to contam- 
ination from barn lots, outhouses and 
decaying animal and vegetable matter. 

The engineers are collecting samples of 
water throughout the State in a system- 
etic manner. By testing these samples 
they tell the source of the surface water 
supply and the extent of the various 
strata. By sinking deep wells every few 
miles they find the ground water sup- 
plies that are deep down and cover 
large areas. As this work is completed 
the engineers go to a farmer, show him 
the tests of the water he is using, tell 
him approximately how much deeper he 
will have to go to get to the better water 
supply and then compel him to abandon 
bis present well, if necessary, and sink 
enother to the water strata not contam- 
inated. 

Tests Prove Worth of Book. 

Water-bearing gravel that is lower 
down than the first strata of rock is 
usually pur and is not subject to con- 
tamination | om surface drainage. By 
sinking wellé o the second water strata 
and casing th m above the first water 
found, to keep out the surface water 
with its bacteria, the farmers can have 
as pure water as any city There is 
not a city in Kansas today with a 
water system in which the typhoid 
lurks, according to experts. 

A study of the 167 cases of typhoid 
fever in the State at the present ime 
shows that nearly all came from using 
surface water in shallow wells. Nine- 
teen cases were spread through a bad 
milk supply that has been checked. The 
Board of Health expects to drive ty- 
phoid entirely out of Kansas within 
the next year, except for sporadic cases 
that may appear from other causes 
than water contamination. 


APPLE CROP BIDS FAIR 
TO BREAK 1908 RECORD 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—That the apple 
crop in the United States this year will 
be the greatest since 1908 is being free- 
ly predicted among fruit growers, ship- 
pers and brokers. In 1908 the crop ag- 
gregated 60,000,000 barrels. The Fruit 
Trade Journal forecasts that the crop 
this year will exceed this figure. On 
this basis fruit merchants say the price 
of the best apples next year will not ex- 
ceed $2 a barrel. 

Better than normal crops are expect- 
ed in California, Oregon, Washington, 
Michigan, Utah, Montana, Idaho, Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, New York and the 
New England states. Illinois and Mis- 
sourt, expect shorter crops than usual. 
Codling moth and other fruit pests are 
responsible for the shortage.

F rmer Makes First Commercial 
Venture of the Kind in 


This Country. 

ORCHARD, Ala. Aug. 15.—What is 
thought to be the first attempt to cul- 
tivate camphor trees for commercial 
purposes on a large scale will be made 
by A. 8. Driver on his farm near here. 
Driver will plant # acres of the trees 
within the next two months and will 
ultimately plant 160 acres. 

Cultivation of camphor trees in this 
country was not begun until 1870, when 
a few were raised in Florida as an ex- 
periment. They have since been raised 
for ornamental purposes, but not until 
the last few years have their commer- 


cial possibilities been recognized. For 
hundreds of years the world’s camphor 
supply came from Japan and Formosa, 
where the methods of obtaining the 
product from the trees was crude and 
the production expensive. 

It was believed that ony trees 50 or 
more years old could be used, and that 
to get the camphor from them they had 
to be cut down and the wood used. 
Recent experiments, however, have 
shown that the leaves and twigs t 
comparatively young trees may be used 
and the trees will almost never “wear 
out.”

Carl Caldwell, a mechanician, of 225 
Missouri avenue, East St. Louis, con- 
fessed to Chief of Detectives Allender 
last night that he was the driver of 
the car in which a band of automobile 
gunmen escaped after robbing and mur- 
dering Frederick H. Soller, cashier of 
the St. Louis Refrigerating & Cold Stor- 
age Co,, at 9:45 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Soller was shot down near the 


company’s plant, at Lewis and O’Falion 


streets, and robbed of $1600, Which he 
had drawn to meet the concern’s pay- 
roll. 

Caldwell was firm in his dental of 
any knowledge of the crime until he was 
confronted by two boys, Tony Villealla, 
13 years, old, of 1712 Wash street, and 
Richard Lutz, 12, of 2320 North Market 
street. The former, who was half a 
block from the scene of the crime 
caught a vivid glimpse of the chauffeur 
as the murderers’ car swept by in 
flight, and Lutz saw Caldwell when he 
abandoned the car 15 minutes later at 
North Market and Twenty-third streets. 
Both identified Caldwell by his long and 
flowing black hair. 

Stevensay’s Former Chauffeur. 

Caldwell was formerly a chauffeur for 
Ray Stevenson, who is serving a term 
of seven years im the penitentiary for 
complicity in the robbery of Thomas J. 

Stevenson 
drove the automobile in which the men 
who slugged O’Meara and robted him 
of $3000 escaped. Caldwell was arrest- 
ed at the time, and was afterwards re- 
leased. 

On information given by Caldwell, de- 
tectives at 7:15 o’clock arrested George 
Smithsinger, an ex-convict, in the 2500 
block on Bernays avenue. According 
to Detective Frank McKenna, Smith- 
singer fainted when told that he was 
acoused of complicity in the murder.

He 
is 20 years old and lives with his wife 
Mrs. Ida Smithesinger, at 4175 West Belle 
place. Caldwell declares others in the 
party accused Smithsinger of the actual 
shooting.

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PANAMA CANAL 
OFFICALLY OPEN 
TO WORLD'S TRADE 


PANAMA, Aug. 15.—The Panama 


Canal is open to the commerce of the 
world. Henceforth ships may pass 
through the great waterway which 
establishes a new ocean highway for 
trade. 

The steamship Ancon, owned by the 


United States War Department, with 
many notable people on board, today 
made the official passage which sig- 
nalizes the opening of the canal. She 
left Cristobal at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing and reached Balboa, on the Pa- 
cific end, at 4 this afternoon, having 
navigated the waterway in nine 
hours. 

The Ancon did not anchor at Balboa, 
but proceeded into deep water in the 
Pacific beyond the fortified islands, 
where she anchored in the channel 
of the canal until her return to Bal- 
boa when the landed her passengers. 

The Aucon will remain at the Bal- 
boa locks for some time, discharging 
her cargo, this being the first com- 


mercial veyage made through the 


canal. 

The canal having been officially 
opened it will be used tomorrow for 
the transfer ot four cargo ships, 
which will thus shorten their routes. 


The private yacht Lasata, owned in 


Los Angeles, also will be transferred 
to the Pacific, homeward bound. 

The trip of the Ancon was the 
fastest yet made by a large ocean 
steamer, the locking operations being 
quicker, owing to greater experience. 
The steamer went through the Gatun 
locks in 70 minutes, a speed never 
before equaled. The other lockages 
were equally rapid.

Telegraph Co. says the 
report of the death of Gen. 
Otto von Emmich, German 
commander at Liege, is con- 
firmed. He is to be succeeded 
by Gen. von Dermarwitz. 

Gen. von Emmich was 66 
years old. He joined the army 
as a volunteer in 1866, and was 
promoted two years later to a 
lieutenancy. He took part in 
the Franco-Prussian War in 
1870. When he was appointed 
to the command of the Tenth 
Army Corps, he was made a 
General. 3 

When the German troops ap- 
proached Liege, Von Emmich 
went to the city under a flag 
of truce, and proposed that his 
army should be permitted to 
pass, with the understanding 
that they would pay the full 
price for everything they took.

a young corporal named Lupin shot

evening. It continued throughout the night with full success 


and this morning a German standard was captured. 


‘‘Blamont, 17 miles east of Luneville, Circy, still further east 
and Avricourt, occupied by a Bavarian army corps, were stormed 
by our troops, the announcement continues. The Germans are in 
full retreat, having left many dead, wounded and prisoners. The 


French continue to advance to Upper Vosges, the Germans giving 
way before them. 
In Upper Alsace, we have retaken Thann. 
Prisoners affirm that Gen. von Deimling, commanding the. 
15th army corps at Thann, was wounded. At St. Blaise, in the 
valley of Bruche, a German flag was taken.’’ 


Efficial Statement by Fra ce 
Forecasts World's Greatest Bat le 


The conditions under which the first grand collision between 
the Germans and the allied forces probably will be fought are the 
subject of an official communication issued by the French Minister 


of War this afternoon. 


By its development and the nature of the ground over which 
the conflict will be waged, the communication says, this vast en- 
gagement will differ profoundly from the battles of other times. 

„By reason of the abandonment of the attack which the Ger. 
mans planned against Naney,“ says the commmiunication, ‘‘our 
concentration has been carried out with regularity and in its en- 
tirety, and the whole of the French army will engage the whole of 
the German ‘forces, with the exception of those German troops 
concentrated on the eastern frontier of the empire. 

„he violation of the neutrality of Belgium has extended the 
Belgian and French lines to the frontier. of Holland. The battle 
line therefore will be from Basle (Switzerland) to Maastricht, with 
several millions of men on each side. 

It is this enormous extension of effectives and of front which 
will characterize the engagement and it will be profoundly differ- 
ent from all other battles. 

‘When two adversaries engage in battle along a front of from 
twenty to thirty kilometers (13 to 20 miles), the engagement is 
characterized by two features—it is rapid and immediately de- 
cisive. With a front stretching over 400 kilometers (266 miles) it is 
not likely to be the same.

Strategy Revolutionized, but 
“War in the Air“ Remains 
a Dream. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, Aug. %.—The Standard’s 
correspondent at Brussels, telegraphing 
under today’s date, says: “There are 
good reasons for believing that the 
main part of the huge army with which 
Germany is attacking France has con- 
centrated in the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
emburg and the Belgian province of 
the same name. Immense numbers of 
German troops have been located in 
these regions, and several bodies’ of 
soldiers have crossed the Ardennes 
plateau near Florenville, Etalle and Ar- 

lon. 

“It is also definitely ascertained that 
there is an unbroken line of advancing 
Germans from St. Cecele, in the Belgian 
province of Luxemburg,’ down. to the 
regions opposite Longwy. 

“The German plan, as far as it is 
revealed in the, latest movements of 
troops, appears to indicate an approach- 
ing attempt to break through thé center 


of the French line of defense und deal 


a crushing blow at the most vital spot 
in France. It may be assumed that the 
attack in the center will be accompanied 
by a flank movement in Belgium, i- 
tended ‘to fully ocoupy the extreme 
flank of the Franco-Belgian allied ar- 
mies, and by offensive operations on 
the borders of Alsace and Lorraine. 
Alr Scouts’ Success, 

The remarkably definite. way in 
which the positions and movenients 
of the German troops have been lo- 
cated by the general staffs of France 
and Belgium is due almost entirely 
to the success of aerial reconnoiter- 
ing. The advent of the aeroplane has 
already revolutionized strategy and 
tactics. In this regard, the supert- 


ority of French airmen and French 


aeroplanes has given the allies 'a 
decided advantage over the Ger- 
mans. f 

Reconnaissances in force by cavalry 
have been almost superfluous on the 
Franco-Belgian side, but the Ger- 
mans, whose aerial scouting is in- 
ferior, have had to resort to it all 
along the line. 

“A scouting aeroplane carries two 
officers—one as pilot and one as ob- 
server. The observer carries a pho- 
tographic apparatus, and in many 
cages’ pictures ot ners posi- 
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tions have been taken from danger- 
ously low altitudes. 
“War in Air” Unlikely. 

“These French scouts have taken 
amazing risks in this regpect, flying 
well within the range of hostile 
rifles in order to insure accurate ob- 
servation. Generally speaking, the 
German aviation officers have flown 
at greater altitudes. But, successful 
as the aeroplane has been for re- 
connolitering, itse value as an instru- 
ment of destruction is practically 
nil. Judging from the experience of 
this campaign, the use of the aero- 
plane is to be limited to scouting, 
and not extended to active offensive 
operations, 

“This applies, at any rate, to the 
aeroplane in its present form. In 
many cases the German military 
aviators have endeavored to discuise 
themselves as Frenchmen, sometimes 
by displaying the tricolor of France 
on their machines.“ 


121 Americans Said to 
Have Enlisted With French 


PARIS, Aug. 15.— France will have 
a ‘foreign legion,” the Minister of 
War having authorized its formgtion 
today. It will be comprised of vol- 
unteer corps from all over the world, 
especially the United States: 

One of ‘these corps is being formed 
by Herges Casmeze, a naturalized 
American. He told a Post- -Dispatch 
reporter today he had already en- 
rolled 121 Americans. 

Recruits are sending names daily. 
In a letter from London Frederick 
O. Vincent, late a Major in the Cu- 
ban Army of Liberation and former 
Adjutant in the Minnesota infantry, 
writes that he wants “to fight.”

LONDON, Aug. 15.—A cablegram to 
the Morning Post from Lisbon says that 
the Portuguese press is very  anti-Ger- 
man, and publishes considerable news of 
German defeats, some of which its aft- 
erward contradicted.

N Almost unparalled in the history

Even-though the team of Stallings 
faile to capture the flag, its won- 
derful progress pennantward since 
July 4 will stand in history for some 
time. Hark to this remarkable 
achievement: 

On the morning of July 4 the Bos- 
ton club was last, having won 26 
games and lost 38, for a percentage 
of .406. To make matters still worse, 
it celebrated Independence day by 
blowing up in a double-header 
against against Brooklyn, making its 
count 26 games and 40 lost. 

Then the worm turned, and, with 
very few exceptions, its turning has 
been ever pennantward, since in six 
weeks the club has won 28 games 
and lost but six for a percentage 
of .657, a gain of 151 points in 41 
days’ time. s a 


Here's Real Pitching. 

But that's not the most wonderful 
thing abeut the Braves’ performance. 
The manner in which these games 


were won is truly remarkable. Ot 
the 28 victories no less than 10 were 
shutouts, and seven of these were 
1—0 calcimines. One game ended a 
0—0 tie, in 18 inning.s 

But still better—from a Boston 
viewpoint—is the remarkable fact 
that the team played 17 games in 
which a single run decided the ftasue, 
winning 14 of them and losing three! 

In the course of the climbing over 
fallen enemies some other peculiar 
facts may be noticed. ; 

For example, Pittsburg was shut 
out no less than seven times in six 
weeks by the Braves. St. Louis and 
Pittsburg each lost four games to 
the Braves by one-run margins. 

New York, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
did not win a game of the last se- 
ries they played against Boston.

It's enough to show that the club

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RUNNING TIRES SOFT 
CAUSES THEM TO EXPAND 


Keep up the air pressure in your 
tires in hot weather. Don't partly de- 
flate your tires in the belief that Lot 
weather will make them right. 

This is the advice ‘of M. E. Fass- 
nacht, manager of the adjusting de- 


partment of the B. F. Goodrich Co. 

“There is practically nothing to the 
idea that the air pressure in automo- 
bile tires should be reduced during 
hot weather,” says Mr. Fassnacht. 

“Many people have fallen into the 
error of thinking that they must re 
duce the air pressure in their tires 
when they are starting a long run on 
a hot day. 

“As a matter of 8 atmospheric 
temperature affects tire inflation to 
such a slight degree that absolutely 
no allowafice need be made for it. 

“The danger lies in the other direc- 

tien. Under inflation is one of the 
greatest tire trouble producers. The 
users who have been decreasing their 
air pressure because of hot weather 
should consider this: It is the bend- 
ing action in the side walls of tires 
that is the most injurious. 
At the internal pressure is do- 
creased the bending action is natu- 
rally increased. This bending action 
generates heat. Extra heat inside the 
tire is the worst thing that can hap- 
ren to it. 

“We have made exhaustive tests, 
and we know that a tire run soft will 
become much hotter than one held 
more rigid and supported by the 
proper air pressure. 

“It is intended that the wheels of 
an automobile should run on air, and 
the tires are the air containers. The 
longevity of all tires is regulated

AS STANDARD BIRD 


Increasing Popularity of Medi- 
terranean Fow! Due to Laying 
Qualities and Attractiveness. 


Anoconas are becoming very popular 
in this country. They belong to the 
Mediterranean class. There are two va- 
rieties of this breed, the single comb 
and the rose comb. The single comb 
mottled Ancona has been admitted to 
the American Standard of Perfection, 
and is therefore known as a standard“ 
bird. The rose comb variety will doubt- 
less be admitted to the standard in due 
time. 

Not only does an Ancona resemble 
a Leghorn, but they are supposed to 
be identical in shape. The “standard” 
descriptions of the Leghorns and the 
Anconas are identical in every section. 
Bo if you know what a Leghorn should 
look like, as to type, you know also 
what an Ancona should look like. 

There is as yet no standard Ancona 
weight, nor for the Leghorns. Coeks 
of the size sought weigh 65 to 5% pounds, 
cockerels 4 to 4% pounds, hens about 
the same, and cockerels and pullets % 
to n pounds. 


Carriage Sheuld Be Sprigktiy. 
The whole carriage of the Ancona 


should be sprightly, active and graceful. 
It should be “well set up“ on a good 
pair of straight legs of medium length 
The breast should be full and round: 
the carriage of head and metk upright 
and alert; the eye bright and bold; the 
wings quite long and well folded, the 
back rather long and sloping gradually 
downward, rising with a curve into the 
tall, which is large for the aize of the 
bird, and carried at an angle of & de- 


grees. 

Mig tale are considered objection- 
able, High-tailed birds in the Mediter- 
tanean varieties do not win tn strong 
competition, The bird shown fn the pic- 
ture is somewhet faulty at the junc- 
ture of the back and tail. There should 
pe no sharp angle there, but a gentle

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., Aug. . 
A Missouri pen, No. G. . o. w. Leg 
horns, from Marshfield, Mo., led the 
egg-laying contest for July with 239 eggs 
and won the silver cup, Three Missouri 
pens were among the 10 highest for 
July, three from New Zealand, one from 
England, one from Australia, one from 
Nebraska and one from Pennsylvania. 
All 10 of the highest pens for this month 
were White Leghorns. The Rhode 
Island Reds from Missouri dropped from 
second to third place, White Wyandottes 
from Pennsylvania are in sixth place, 
ond barred Plymouth Rocks from Ohio 
advanced to third place. The English 
White Leghorns are still &5 eggs in the 
lead. 

National Hag-Laying Contest.

I throw all, kinds of feed to them, most- 
ly wheat and corn, but they walk all 
over it did pay little attention to it.

The contract provides that the work should be done 
by the Railroad Companies and that they 


Shall assume and pay all damages, if any there be, to any and all 
property growing out of the erection and operation of said viaduct and their 
approaches, and the changes of grade of any public street or alley caused 
thereby or made under the provisions of this ordinance, except such damage 
accruing from the cause aforesaid to property abutting. upon any public street 
or alley. And it is understood, and the City of St. Louis hereby agrees, in con- 
sideration of the acceptance of this ordinance by the Railroad Companies and 
of the agreement by them to do and perform all of the ob igations imposed 
upon them by this ordinance, that all such damages as may accrue to property 
abutting upon any such public street or alley .. . . shall be adjusted and paid

of St. Louis.”

When the Mis- 
souri Pacific declined to do anything in the matter, the two Railroad Companies then stood 
together, and they have ever since refused either to consent to the Court determining the 


question on the agreed facts or to pay any part of the Gas Company's damage.

Bank of England Helps 
Sentiment.

this week will accomplish what they 
were designed to tnsure—resumption 
of smooth and effective operation in 
pnd 2 of English finance and 
The “moratorium” gives the 
ee necessais opportunity for 
deliberate readjustment. Throug 
the issue of treasury notes for one 
pound sterling and 10 shill nee bank- 
ers can meet all requirements of cir- 
culating medium at home. 
The public is already comptetely 
red, and on Thursday came a 
still bolder measure for breaking the 
eadlock of credit. The Government's 
guarantee of the Bank of England 
net loss on bills which it may 
discount had the purpose of enabling 
tie banks, at once and freely, to fi- 
mance the country’s trade. 
Confidence Is Restored. 

What this expedient mene is that 
the Bank of England can now be ex- 

ected to take over all approved bills 

— joint stock banks and discount 
houses. Not only so. but good bills, 
not met at maturity because of pres- 
ent abnormal conditions, may be car- 
ried at the Bank of England at two 
per cent above the present official 
minimum rate of five per cent. 

Foreign bills may thus be redis- 
counted; for the Government has 
wisely’ recognized the supreme impor- 
tance of a properly working financial 
system as a weapon of defense in the 
great international struggle. 

It is in short determined to insure that 
the minimum amount of financial, dislo- 
cation in our markets shall continue. 
The result may be millions advanced’ 
temporarily by the bank to the market, 
and great ease in money is not improb- 
able. The action also tends to free the 
fore exchanges from their paralyzed 
condition, though international business 
must neces ily continue to be ham- 
pered by the 2—— continental mor- 
atoriums. 

This is the reason for the further pro- 
posal that the Bank of England give ex- 
change facilities against deposit of gold 
in South Africa, Australia and Ottawa. 
As regards the ‘last-named deposit cen- 
ter, the Times’ New York correspondent 
cables that £20,000,000 gold might be in- 
volved, if your market were to cover its 
London liabilities by sending gold to 
Canada, in trust for the Bank of En-

Amount Is Unnecessary. 

Any such amount would be both un- 
natural and unnecessary; but it is hoped 
that no impediment will be placed on 
your market’s gradually sending such 
amounts as may be required to provide 
for the legitimate necessities of ex- 
change.

The Glass bill authorizes the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in its discretion 
to remove the limitations as to the 
amount of acceptances to be redis- 
counted, and would allow reserve 
banks to rediscount six months’ ac- 
ceptances.

Woman Suffrage l Leaders Say 
Large Sum Will Be Realized 
From Campaign. , 
— 

A pair of silver scissors, a check for 
$100, a few copper pennies, many silver 
coins, souvenir teaspoons, treasured 
articles of silver and many gold rings 
were among the articles sacrificed by 
St. Louls women in the melting pot, 
which closed yesterday, for the benefit 
of woman suffrage. 

All the metal will be sent to National 
Equal Suffrage headquarfers at Chi- 
cago, to be melted and sold to the Unit- 
ed States Treasury. The money will be 
used to aid the suffrage campaigns in 
those states which vote on equal suf- 
frage amendments in November, in- 
cluding Missouri. 

Miss Mary E. Bulkley, treasurer of the 
Missouri Equal Suffrage Association, al- 
though unable to state the value of the 
articles received in the melting pot, 
which wag kept at Seventh and Pine 
streets Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 
said the collection was very gratifying 
and indicated a very large sum would be 
raised throughout the country. 

The check for $100 was from Mrs. Mor- 
rison-FuHer, vice-president at large of 
the St. Louls Equal Suffrage League, 
who is spending the summer in the 
East, and a check for $60 from a friend. 

Contributions from suffrage leagues in 
other cities have also been received by 
the State association, Carthage sending 
$100, Joplin $100 and Kansas City more 
than $100.

What is the paper going to do this morn- 
ing—to that world of mine that I live with, or 
what is it going to tell me it has done with it al- 
ready—while | was asleep? And it’s all so big— 
when one thinks of it; s6 generous and intolerant— 
so broad and catholic and human like a railway 
station, like a cathedral. 

The whole procession of my own little soul, 
shabby, loveless, provincial, tawdry, my tired, 
mean little synipathies and prejudices file ir re- 
view before it. It is the grand stand of the world. - 
The vast and awful roll call of things I ought to 
be, the things I ought to understand, the things I ought to climb up to and 
love, sweep over me in the great Worid-voice. 

Of course I do not often read a newspaper in this way. No one could 
manage it. But I try to do it. Amd then even when I have to read it in 
a hurry it is touched with a kind of glory and suggestion —a kind of 
gusto for the world—that makes that 10 minutes reading it echo 
through all the day.

But if, on Dec. 30, wheat 
is actually selling at 95 cents a bushel, No. 2 wins. 

Now, No. 1 and No. 2 never have actually met in the 
bargain. They have deen represented by brokérs, each 
paying his broker a given commission. The actual deal- 
ing is between the brokers. They are bona fle mem- 
bers of the exchange, and while they are buying and 
selling for others, they must pledge their respective 
credits to each other.. If their clients make a default 
in payments, they are required to make up the differ- 
ence and rely on their own abflity to make the clients 
reimburse them. Somebody must see that the wheat 
bought and gold is delivered whenever delivery is de- 
manded. 

To protect themselves, the brokers require their 
clients to put up enough actual cash to indemnify the 
agents if the client is on the wrong side of the market. 
in ordinary trading, a deposit of 3 or 5 certs a bushel 
for all the wheat bought or sold is required. This is 
technically called a “margin.” In extraordinary situa- 
tions, when a great advance“ or equally great break“ 


may reasonably be expected, the bro ers require a much 


larger margin. As in the recent flurry they may de- 
mand deposits of as high as 20 cents for each bushel 
figuring ‘n a transaction. 

Such speculations as that in which Joe and his $10 
figured are called privileges. That is to say, the broker 
is so firmly convinced that prices will not reach a cer- 
tain figure within a certain time that he is willing to 
bet 20 to 1 or 40 to 1 that it will not. One in a while, 
as in Joe's case, he may guess wrong, but in the 
neh de seabed law of averages is in his favor and not 
in Joe’s.

Thus, a St. Louis brokerage house will get word of an 
important fereign development almost as quickly as will 
the telegraph editor of a St. Louis newspaper. 

After that, it all becomes a matter of guesswork. On 
the famous July 30, bulletin after bulletin was received 
in the brokerage offices of St. Louis, Chicago, New 
York, Kansas City, Winnipeg, Toledo, Minneapolis, 
Cleveland. Each dealer would read them as they ar- 
rived and would form his own judgment of them. His 
agents would rush out into the pit and offer to buy 
wheat, oats or corn at an eighth of a cent higher than 
the reigning quotation or an eight of a cent lower. 

The St. Louis Exchange presented a dramatic appear- 
ance on that day. Following a day of unusual activity, 
wheat prices had jumped 8 or 9 cents a bush! Nobody 
knew what the future would be. Everyiu.tug seemed 
involved in speculation as to the hour’s turn in the 
foreign situation. Would Austria recede from its in- 
tention to invade Servia? Would Russia persist in 
standing by its Slavic kinsman? Would the German 
Government mobilize its armies? Would the English 
Foreign Office succeed in bringing about amica! le ne- 
gotiations? If a general European war should come, 
would the United States be able to marbhet its wheat or 
would seizures of grain as contraband of war in transit 


- neutralize the advanced prices? 


What do they think in Chicago? In Minneapolis? In 
Liverpool? Has the rise reached the climax, or will it 
go still higher?

HAT does war mean 
today to the people 
of the Great Powers 
—modern war, with 
its battle front far- 
flung across a conti- 
nent; with its mil- 

lions of trained soldiers engaged where 
Napoleon had bundreds of thousands: 

with its automobiles for transportation 
of scouts, baggage and stores; with the 
wireless, the telegraph and telephone for 
communication; with its thousands of 
rapid-fire guns; with its smokeless, 
high-power explosives, its searchlights 
and its electrical system of indirect fire; with its hydro- 
planes ‘and aeroplanes for scouts, its reconnoissance 
from captive balloons, its dirigibles raining down dyna- 
mite from the sky and,its aerial navies grappling in 
the clouds; in short, with puny man, exalted by science 
into a god of destruction, loosing upon his fellows the 
elemental forces of the earthquake and the volcano? 


No one could answer this question more vividly and 
more truthfully than Frederick Palmer, the famous 
American war correspondent, who beheld as an eye- 
witness the new engine of wholesale murcer at play in 
the Japanese-Russian war and the war of the Balkan 
States against Turkey. Although, as he says, these 
must be regarded as comparatively second-rate wars, 
yet they are illustrative of the fearful possibilities of a 
clash of arms between the enormous forces of the two 
first-class European land powers, with their supreme 
training and precision in arms. 

Such a superb drama Palmer attempts to visualize in 
a romance published last April, The Last Shot” (Scrib- 
ner’s). “My aim,” he explaina, is to express war as 
fought today; soldiers of today under the fire of arms 
of today: but free in its realism from the wild improba- 
bilities of some latter-day novelists who have given 
us wars in the air or regaled us with the decimation of 
armies by explosives dropped from dirigibles or their 
asphyxiation by noxious: gases compounded by the hero 
of the tale.” 

Palmer's tancifal war—now suddenly transformed 
frem fiction into tragic fact—occurs between two Euro- 
pean Powers whom he calis the Grays and the Browns. 
The former is obviously the Germans; the latter, the 
French. True to German policy, the Grays place reli- 
ance in their superior millions of infantry, five against 
three; while the Browns, like the French, are confident 
in their superiority as to artillery and in the air. In 
the book the Browns’ tactics win; but it remains to be 
seen whether Palmer is as accurate as a prophet as he 
is realistic in picturing the collision of two stupendous 
national forces: 


ROPHETIC he is, at least, in his description of a 

battle between an aeroplane and a dirigible. 

Such an engagement Palmer had never seen ex- 

cept with the eyes of the imagination. Yet his 

episode might have been a narrative of the attack which 

Roland Garros, French aviator, was reported to have 

made against a German dirigible on the first day of hos- 
tilities between France and Germany. 

„A shadow like a great cloud in mad flight shot over 
the earth, write Palmer, and the gunners looked up to 
see a Gray dirigible. Already it was turning home- 
ward; already it had gained its object as a scout.

“There 
came ‘a burst of screams from shells so low in flight that 
they seemed to brush the back of the men's necks at 
the rate of a thousand feet a second.” “There was an 
end to the concussions and the thrashing of the air 
around Dellarme's men, and they had the relief of a 
breaking abscess in the ear.”

OTWITHSTANDING these extraordinary mental 
attainments, investigators who have visited

George C. Bingham, the subject of Miss Rusk’s m- 
vestigations, was born in Virginia in 1811. When a boy 
he came with bis parents to Missouri. They settled first 
at Franklin, in Howard County, and later moved to a 
farm near Arrow Rock, in Saline County. His father’s 
death left the family in poor circumstances and -he was 
apprenticed, at the age of 16, to a cabinet maker in 
Boonville. A traveling portrait painter who visited that 
town discovered that the boy had a remarkable talent 
for drawing and encouraged him in his already formed 
ambition te become a painter. , 

In 1837 he went to Philadelphia and entered the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts, where he studied for 
three years He opened a studio in Washington, where 
he painted the portraits of many distinguished men, 
among them John Quincy Adams. For a time he was the 
social rage and was known as the Missouri artist. 

In 1845 he returned Saline County, where he plunged 
at once inte political life. In 1846, as the Whig candi- 
date for thé State Legislature, he received three more 
votes than his opporent at the polls, but was unseated 
by a contest. At the following election he decisively 
defeated his rival. When the famous Jackson secession 
resolutions were presented he was a member of the 
commmittée which reported unfavorably upon them 
and led the fight on the floor of the House which re- 
sulted in their final defeat. 

‘After that he returned to his easel. His first famous 
painting, The Jolly Flatboatman,” was bought by the 
Art Union of New York. In rapid succession followed

“Stump Speaking,” “The County Election” and Re- 
sults of the Election,” all of which portrayed vividly. the 
rural ‘political activities of Missouri at that time. In 
1856 he went to Europe, spending three years in study 
at Dusseldorf. 

When he returned he found himself in the midst of 
the Civil War agitation. He raised a volunteer 
pany for the Union. Gov. Gamble appointed him State 
Treasurer, in which position he served acceptably tor 
four years. 

He was one of the Union sympathizers who protested 
vigorously against the intamous General Order No. 11. 
This was an order by which Gen. Ewing devastated the 
greater part of three counties in ruthless retaliation for 
what was deemed the disloyalty of the peaceful farmer 
folk of that country. One story has it that Bingham 
told Ewing that if the order was enforced he, Bing- 
ham, would make Ewing infamous throughout all time. 

The order was enforced relentlessly. Bingham paint- 
ed his stirring “General Order No. 11,” which portrays 
a brutal raid upon a farmhouse while the horizon is 
darkened with smoke ascending from burning dwellings. 
When Ewing later ran for Governor of Ohio copies of 
this picture were scattered liberally among the voters 
and are said to have done more than anything else to 
bring about Ewing’s political downfall. 

In 1875 Gov. Hardin appointed Bingham Adjutant- 
General. He served in this office with marked effi- 
ciency. Retiring, he devoted hiniself almost exclusively 
to his art, some of his most successful works being por- 
— of great men. He died in Kansas City, wad 7.

T the summons of Postmaster Colin M. 

Selph of St. Louis there filed into his 

office on a recent afternoon a group of 

28 men whose aggregate age was more 

than twenty-one centuries. he in- 

fant” of the little band could boast of 

only a bagatelle of years—a mere 66— 

while the patriarch, proudly conscious of his ascend- 

ancy in age, had arrived at the manly maturity of 84. 
All were employes of the Postoffice. 

They did not know why they had been assembled.

Jo much is printed now about’ X-rays 


and radium and the method of: 
and apparatus for their use, that 


it is necessary to understand the 


words that have been invented in thie 


connection and te have at least a general 
idea of what the X-rays are. The most 
succinct description for the general read- 
er Mas given recently in a paragraph 
in the Scientific American, the essential 
parts of which were as follows: 

“The several radiations given out by 
radium are commonly known as alpha, 
beta and gamma rays. The alpha rays 
have been shown to be atoms of helium 
carrying an electric charge in the course 
of their disin- 
tegration. The 
beta rays are 
electrons—that is 
to say, elemen- 
tary charges of 
negative electric- 
ity, emitted with 
. velocity ap- 
proaching that of 
light. Both alpha 
and beta rays are 
thus corpuscular 
in character, 
there is actual 
transfer of a 
moving particle 
over the path of 
the radium. 

“Gamma rays, 
on the other 
hand are not 
corpuscular, but 
undulatory—that is to say, they are pro- 
pagated like waves. They are of the 
same nature as light, namely, electro- 
magnetic waves carried by the ether. 

“What distinguishes X-rays from light 
rays is the distance from crest to crest 
of each wave, which is much shorter in 
X-rays than in visible light radiation. 
Gamma rays, in their turn, are of still 
shorter wave length than X-rays, as ordi- 
narily produced. 

“The reader may ask: How is it pos- 
sible to distinguish between such radia- 
tions of different wave length? Without 
going into technical detail we may say 
briefly that X-rays of different wave

length are characterized by their varying 
‘penetrating power: or hardness that is 
to say, by the. impression which they 
make upon a photographic plate or the 
flvorescent screen after traversing various 


thicknesses of metlium which &sorbes 
X-rays, such as, for example, aluminum. - 


The. shorter the wave length the harder 
the ray. 

“The hardest rays. obtainable are in 
several respects the best adapted for the 
physician’s needs. Until recently the 
hardest X-rays oDtainabie from a vacuum 
bulb had only about one-twentieth of the 
penetrating power of gamma rays.

Dr. Carrel measures the growth of a 
piece of this tissue by removing a frag- 
ment from a culture, washing it in 
Ringer solution, placing it in a new 
medium and after 48 hours measuring 
the width of the ring of new tissue that

Dr. Carrel compared the rate of growth 
of this two-and-a-half-year-old tissue with 
that of fresh tissue from the heart of a 
chick embryo eight days old and found 
after 48 hours that “the tissue which 
had become adapted to life im vitro had 
increased much more rapidly than the 
fresh tissue.” 

“If we exclude accidents,” concludes 
Dr. Carrel, “connective tissue cells, like 
colonies of infusoria, may proliferate in- 
definitely.” 7 

This is by far the most remarkable 
contribution to the problem of life out- 
side the body that has yet been made, 
demonstrating that some, at any rate, of 
the cells that make up the bodies of 
animals have in themselves a power not 
only of independent life but of drawing 
from the suitable mediam the materia!

Smallest Object Visible on

Hi Abbe Moreux, director of the 
Astronomical observatory of 
Bourges, France, answers in 
Cosmos the question: What is 

the smallest object visible on the moon?” 

First, it is necessary to know what is 
the smallest angular magnitude that the 
naked eye can perceive. Experiment, 
says the Abbe, proves this to be 30 sec- 
onds.
